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SUICIDES ARE 
> LESS NUMEROUS 


Alleged Epidemic Non-Ex- 
istent Is Finding of Dr. 
A. R. Brill. 


By MARIAN HALE 
Exclusive to Bulletin 

NEW YORK, March 28.—Head- 
linés and alarms notwithstanding, 
this little epidemic of studeut <ul- 
cides is no epidemic at all. For this, 
take the word of Dr. A. A. Brill, emi- 
nent psychiatrists nerologist. 

It is merely undue notice which | 
has created the popular opinion that 
young America ts on the verre of ex- | 
tinguishing itwelf, As a matter of fact , 
tuicides among young persons are 
decreasing. 

“Every time an honor etudent or 
a boy of agnostic tendency. or a read- 
er of Schopenhauer, kills himaelf,” 
eaid Dr. Brill, “the papers attribute 
his death to overwork, irreligion or 
tah pessimism. 


Cause 

“The truth of the matter is that he 
killed himself because he was in- 
sane. 

“Only persons affected by a well- 
defined type of insanity ever kill 
themselves, Of all suicides, at least 
80 per cent are victims of manic-de- 
pressive insanity. The other 20 per 
cent either kill thematives accident- 
ally, or because of alcoholic in- 
sanity. 

“But there has nevér been a case 
of suicide, in which the yictim was 
mentally normal. He was a poten-! 
tial suicide from the moment of his 
birth. 

“The fact that young persons often 
kill themselves is explained by the 
effect of adolescence on mental bal- 
ance. At critical moments 
life, the victim of manic-depressive 
insanity is Mable to nervous col- 
lapse. 

“Women often kill 
after childbirth or at later critical 
periods of life, for the same reason 
that adolescents kill themselves—-be- 
cause s.rain has upset their emo- 
tional balaz.ece, and other old manic- 
depreesiveness tendency conquers.” 

Reasons Trifling 

The manic-depressive digorder says 
Dr. Brill, always manifests itself in 
extremea of exultation and depres- 
sion, following closely on one an- 
other, witheut apparent cause. 

The nervous organism becomes so 
badly adjusted that the person loses 
all sense of proportion, takes smal! 
ilis as tragedies and may kill himself 
for an absurdly trifling “reason.” 

Thus, presse accounts of a recent 
boy suicide in Brooklyn attributed 
the act to the boy's remorse over a 
small theft of money from his 
father, 

“That boy did not kill himself be- 
cause of the theft,” declared Dr. 
Brill “but because he was a manic- 
depressive. Youngsters often take 
small amounts of money without 
permiesion, during adolescence. 

“The need fer money is a result 
of the growjng sex impulse, which 
urges boys to get meang for wnter- 
taining their girl friends, If they are 
caught, their sex impulse fe thwart- 
ed in this minor phase, and some- 
times they kill themselves. 

“But even then, Only the manic- 
depressive type resorts to eulicide.” 

Love affairs are contributory 
causes to suicides, Dr. Brill said. 

“But the normal boy or girl, losing 
a sv cetheart, ‘wishes he were dead,’ 
and next month has a new iove. The 
manic-depressive wishes he were 
dead and sets about it before his 
balance has been re-established by a 
new romantic attachment. 

Not the Reason 

“Business men often kill them- 
selves because they have lost 
money. But business reverses never 
killed a normal person. 

“T have known men who lost 
money, fell into extremes of manic- 
depressive insanity, recovered their 
money, but were not cured. The 
money loss had disturbed a precar- 
jous balance, but the insanity kept 
the pe:eon depressed, regardless of 
regaining the money,” 

And so, said Dr, Brill, to attribute 
etudent suicides to overwork, or to 
pessimistic philosophy studied ti eol- 
lege is to put the oart before the 
horge. 

“No oue but a victim of manic-de- 
presive insanity would be attracted 
to the pessimistic philosophy. Nor- 
mal students wilf not be affected by 
it, because they will regard it ob- 
jectively. 

“Examine any case recently re- 

orted and yeu will find that the 
~ had a history of previous manic- 
depressive attacks.”
